tor,  if  he  were  heiten,  be  uiijht  jnatly  »»y 
that  the  plan  ol  action  in  occur  dance  wi'ii 
Which  be  we*  compelled  to  tight  was  not 
the  beat,  end  that  defeat  Wes  not  Ills  Uult, 
but  the  fault  of  the  conucil,  which  im |>xrr- 
ed  hi*  liberty  of  action  ;  hence  hs  would 
not  probably  exert  himaelf  to  the  ut moat. 

One  of  the  most  vicious  and  dangerous 
delect*  in  a  scheme  of  government,  there- 
fote,  is  a  mixed  and  ill  defined  responaibi! 
ity.  Thus  id,  the  executive  i*  intrusted  to 
two  or  more  persons,  contusion  and  cor 
ruption  are  aure  to  result,  because  it  is 
then  impossible  to  Qx  the  blame  tor  mis¬ 
conduct  upon  any  one  officer.  A  board  or 
commission,  ns  an  executive  composed  of  a 
number  ot  persons  is  sailed,  is  certain  to 
bo  both  inefficient  and  corrupt.  This  i* 
b- cause  it  is  more  difficult  to  bring  act  irsl 
persons  to  e  prompt  decision  th  in  uue; 
end  because  the  blame  for  itM-Bicn.ni  y  or 
misconduct  is  shifted  from  one  to  th  other, 
to  the  confusion  of  t.i<-  public,  whudi  can 
not  tell  wham  to  punish. 

It  il  another  vicious  d elect  to  take  away 
from  the  executive  head  the  app.>intment

It  see  mi  absurd  and  almost  impossible 
that  the  rccrptable  provided  for  securing  a 
constant  supply  ol  pure  water  should  be 
universally  so  constructed  that  every  possi 
ble  opportunity  i*  afforded  for  destroying 
ill*  purity  of  that  water,  for  positively 
insuring  the  contamination  of  the  water  by 
so  constructing  the  receptacle  for  refuse 
matter  that  the  liquid  con  really  percolate 
through  it  into  the  well.  The  use  of  hy¬ 
draulic  ceiucut  ia  these  constructions 
would  obviate  all  this.  In  addition  to 
which  tha  overflow  #f  the  cesspool  should 
d*dj>e  made  to  pass  through  charcoal ;  and, 
W|  furrier,  dry  earth  or charkoal  deodorixation 
*  '  should  be  constantly  used  in  the  privies. 

Not*. — Iu  the  Dominion  of  Canada  I 
saw  last  month  the  moat  extensive  system 
ol  drainage  probably  ever  executed,  sue 
cesalully  carried  out  under  the  combined 
action  ol  the  Government  and  iudividu 
als.  By  virtue  of  anorganic  law,  certain 
utiu  drains  of  great  extent  and  capacity 
■ire  opeoed  by  the  Government  and  paid  lor 
by  a  general  assessment.  Connecting  with 
these  are  lateral  drain*  opened  by  the 
owuers  of  estate*  st  their  own  expense. 
Thorough  drainage  ot  sn  extended  area  Is 
thus  secured  by  a  general  and  uniform  ayr- 
tem.  — ■  (Jen.

ot  his  subordinates,  for.  he  can  not  justly.  lu  sweet  expectancy  ;  i  lu  !  thine  eye 
be  lieM  responsible  lor  the  conduct  oi  per 
sons  selected  by  others  than  himself;  and 
being  deprived  of  what  is  of  the  essence 
of  just  authority,  lie  is  pretty  certain  to 
lose  that  strong  interest  in  th*  conduct  of 
affair*  which  be  is  compelled  to  feel  when 
the  eyes  ol  the  people  are  fixed  upon  him 
alone,  and  he  iu  ids  siogle  person  i*  held 
responsible  tor  the  adiutnia'. ration  at  the 
public  business.  » 

In  a  well-ordered  free  government,  there 
fore,  the  executive  head,  being  chosen  for 
*  specified  time,  and  having  duties  and 
power*  clearly  defined  and  limited,  ought 
to  possess  the  power  to  appoint  and  re¬ 
move  his  subordinate*  at  will,  lu  that 
case  be  can  be  justly  bold  responsible  by 
the  people  for  the  mnnngeinent  ef  affair*. 

In  our  own  Federal  Government,  rhe 
Senate  has  an  advisory  power  in  regard  to 
appointments  made  by  the  Preaioent  (but 
none  s*  to  removals);  and  to  that  extent 
the  Senate  is  a  part  of  the  executive.  This 
power  was  given  in  the  Constitution,  l»e- 
causc  those  who  trained  ibat  instrument 
were  more  fearful  ol  the  tyranny  of  a  des¬ 
potic  executive  than  ef  the  worse,  because 
tees  responsible,  IjrobUJ  of  a  uumerous 
bony  like  the  donate;  and  believed  it 
necessary  to  guard  with  especial  care 
again**  usurpation  by  tha  Pn>  sident.  If 
they  lived  at  this  day,  they  would  probably 
wi«h  to  remove  even  this  slight  check 
upon  the  appointing  power,  becadse  they 
would  see  that  there  is  hut  little  reasptv  to 
fear  an  attack  upon  our  liberties  bj^fhe 
President,  who  has  a  limited  time  to  servo 
and  may  be  impeached  for  Ituagovernmest ; 
while  it  become*  constantly  mure  deaif 
aide  to  fix  responsibility  lor  misgovern- 
meut  upou  a  single  person,  iu  order  that 
the  people  may  more  easily  understand 
upon  whom  and  how  to  visit  the  punish 
moot. 

During  the  administration  of  President 
Johnson,  the  Congre**  adopted  a  “  tenure 
of  office”  law.  which  prohibited  removals 
from  office  bv  the  President  without  the 
consent  of  the  Henste.  The  result  was, 
however,  not  permanence  in  office,  but  the 
removal  of  many  good  officer*  who  bod 
fallen  under  the  President’s  dislike,  sod 
the  appointment  in  their  places  of  incoiu 
petent  men  who  wery  favorites  of  senators 
or  representatives,  and  to  get  whom  into 
place  they  persuaded  the  Senate  to  ogiec 
to  removals.  Thus  the  pub’ic  service  was 
debauched,  and  yet  the  President  was 
able  to  say  that  he  had  the  countenance  ot 
the  Senate  in  this  work  ;  aud  blame  could 
aot  be  fastened  upon  him  alone  A  more 
wily  and  Snscrupulotis  President  than  Air. 

Johnson  might  have  very  gravely  injured 
the  public  service  under  th:#  law,  ana  still 
managed  te  escape  blame. 

It  is  proper  to  repeat  to  you  that  tht 
powers  amt  authority  of  the  Executive  under 
(As  FeeUrel  Ojnttitution  a  re  so  iwniUrf  that 
teen  the  worst  man  In  that  office  can  not, 
without  deputing  Aims#?/  to  impeachment  and 
remaeal,  canoe  tertout  harm  to  the  reyabitc 
during  hit  term  of  office;  and  that  tiie.un; 
just  exercise  of  the  power*  which  ot  right 
belong  to  him  would  make  him  so  odious 
to  the  people  that  tltef  would  at  the  end 

of  his  term  refuse  to  re-elect  l.im _ XAs 

meieet  uvt y  to  defeat  thie  proper  fetal t  tomld 
he  to  pine*  ekeei*  upon  him,  tthloh  iroultl 
make  hm  irrtepvnoMe  for  muyovernment  in 
the  eye*  ef  Ihe  people. 

Meat  of  our  state  constitution*  and 
■tony  city  charier*  are  Isulty  In  this,  that 
they  deprive  the  chief  executive  ot  lh« 
power  to. appoint  even  his  most  important 
subordinates.  This  i*  done  on  the  pies 
that  the  people,  who  are  male  to  elect 
these  suliordinates.  Iisve  thus  greater  p"W 
er :  but,  as  I  shod  show  you  further  on 
this  is  a  gr?«  mistake,  amt  tijirntm*  or 
constant  corruption  in  our  local  politics.
